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PLANS ANNOUNCED FOR SPIRITUAL, PHYSICAL RENEWAL OF CHICAGO ARCHDIOCESE 

1/11/67 - Wed. 

(NC News Service) 

CHICAGO—Archbishop John P. Cody has announced a 10-year development 
program "to provide the means for the parishes and educational system 
of the archdiocese to bring about the spiritual renewal which has 
become the objective of the Catholic Church since Vatican Council II." 

"This is the largest development program ever undertaken by any 
Catholic diocese or archdiocese in history," the archbishop declared. 

"The new archdiocesan program will be known as Project: Renewal 
and will provide the means to update existing parish activities and 
to develop new programs in conformance with the decrees of the 
Vatican council, for parish construction projects, and a broad range^ 
of creative educational programs. And it will provide for their tA 
financing," the archbishop said. 

Archbishop Cody announced his program at a meeting (Jan. 10) of 
all priests of the archdiocese and at a press conference which 
followed. 

He said the overall cost of the 10-year program will be 
$250 million and he tied the growth and development of the arch¬ 
diocese directly to the growth and development of the city of Chicago 
and its surrounding communities. The archdiocese covers the city of 

Chicago and all of Cook and Lake Counties.

"We find ourselves in a new era of development," the archbishop 
said. "The city of Chicago has planned its development through the 
year 2000. Our development directly parallels that of the city. The 
Chicago master plan envisions a population increase of 3,000,000 
persons by the end of this century: more than a third of that popu¬ 
lation will be Catholic. 

"We must have the parishes, the churches, the schools to serve 
these new people," Archbishop Cody declared. "Project: Renewal, 
then, is the beginning of the archdiocese's own master plan of 
renewal and development. It provides first for the ordered growth of 
our parishes. It is a feu:—reaching program to provide new parishes 
as needed, to refurbish existing parishes and to help our parishes in 
the urban core weather the transitional period during which the 
population shifts toward the suburbs and, later, shifts back to the 

core itself is rebuilt and renewed.

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"Population shifts toward the suburbs have necessitated the 
creation of new parishes, and additional parishes will have to be 
established as this trend continues. Because of this," the arch¬ 
bishop explained, "the archdiocese of Chicago builds the equivalent 
of a small diocese every 10 years." 

The archbishop also pointed out that many parishes "within the 
urban core have also experienced massive population shifts and jure 
today serving congregations vastly different from the ones for which 
their physical plants were designed. Many of our parishes are 
heavily in debt. Many need new or enlarged schools, new convents, 
new rectories or new churches. Some of our newer parishes need all 
of these facilities. For these reasons, many of our parishes jure 
unequipped or unprepared to accept the challenge of aggiornamento 
(updating)." "Project* Renewal," he said, "is in part a program of 
parish development to help every parish in the archdiocese renew 
itself." 

"Parish development is just a part of Project* Renewal," he 
continued. "A truly creative program has been devised to improve botd 
the quality and the quantity of education in the archdiocesan school 
system. This program is imperative if we jure to fulfill our obliga¬ 
tion to provide Catholic education for our children. The overall 
purpose of the education program is, of course, to provide the highest 
quality Catholic education for every Catholic student who applies. 

But it is not merely a program for providing student seats. It is a 

► • 

program of excellence in Catholic education.■ 

The educational renewal program outlined by the archbishop 
provides for construction of four new high schools in the immediate 
future at a cost of $12 million, and programs the need for as many as 
20 high schools over a 10-year period. Five existing high schools 
will be expanded and three renovated at a cost of about $4,600,000. 

An archbishop's scholar aid program will be established to 
provide 1,500 work-study grants each year. This will cost $6 million 
over 10 years. 

Three educational complexes will be built at a cost of $4 million 
to provide simultaneous elementary and adult education programs. 

Day centers will be established to educate mentally and 
physically handicapped children and $1 million will be provided to 
staff and train teachers for these centers.

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Religious instruction centers will be built adjacent to public 
schools and Newman centers at four universities in Chicago at a cost 
of $5 million. 

Annual grants of $1 million will be made to teaching religious 
conmunities to provide better teacher education. 

St. Mary of the Lake caminary# Niles# will undergo a $5 million 
expansion# and its two-year program will become a regular four-year 
college program. 

Also included in the renewal program will be the restoration of 
Holy Name cathedral# construction of a residence for retired priests# 
and support of the Panamanian missions# at an estimated cost of 
$1 million eatel^, Parish development has been estimated at at least 
$20 million. 

Total cost of all short-term programs included in Projects 
Renewal were estimated at $65.6 million by the archbishop. To 
finance these programs# he announced a major $40 million fund raising 
campaign. 

The long-range program# costing $250 million# will be financed 
out Of the total revenues of the archdiocese and special financing 
over the next 10 years# he said. 

"Every parish of the archdiocese will benefit directly from the 
funds raised in phase one. Bach parish will keep for its own use all 
funds raised over 50% of the target assigned to that parish#" the 
archbishop said. "For example# if a parish has a target of $100#000 

t 

and it raises $125#000# it keeps $75#000 for its own renewal program." 

In making the program public# the archbishop also said that 
"fair employment" clauses sure now# and will continue to be# a part of 
all contracts let for work under the program. 

These clauses# he said# are included under the provisions of 

Project Equality# in which the archdiocese of Chicago participates.

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SERRA OFFICIAL . FORECASTS BRIGHT FUTURE IN PHILIPPINES

CHICAGO—Serra Club members in the Philippines are bent on inspiring 
a new breed of seminarians to overcome a priest shortage and the 
frustration which stems from an apathetic laity there, an official 
of the international organisation said here* 

John A. Donahue of Chicago, assistant executive director of the 
organisation of business and professional men dedicated to fostering 
vocations to religious life, saidi “The Philippines offer a great 
harvest for a Christian revolution based on inplementation of 
Vatican Council II decrees." 

Reporting on visits to 10 Secra Clubs in the Philippines, 

Donahue told the Chicago Serra Club the severe vocations crisis in 
the islands is underscored by the fact that there is only one priest 
for each 6,700 Catholics. 

Among programs proposed to overcome the situation, Donahue 
said, are meetings with seminarians and college students to discuss 
the application of papal social teachings; discussions with teenagers 
and their parents about the role of the priest in the world, and 
providing leadership in Christian education programs aimed part¬ 
icularly at business and professional leaders. 

"The days of dependency on fiestas and processions are 
concluded," Donahue said. "In every seminary I visited one could see 
the results of reforms initiated by dynamic bishops and well educated 
faculty. With the arrival of the Cursillos, the Christian Family 
Movement and Serra International, there are signs of a second Pentecost 
among the laity in these islands which date their Christianity to 
1565—401 years agol 

"Men in these lay organizations are realizing what it means to 
be a Catholic and are determined to rebuild the image of the priest, 
encouraging only the best young men to become priests and asking 
parents to really believe that a priestly vocation is a great gift 
from God," he continued. 

Donahue said the primary need in the Philippines "is a true 
Christian revolution based upon implementation of the decrees of 
Vatican Council II.”

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"A program of action ia n— dad, tha tima for pious maatings 
ia over," ha daclarad. "There ia naad to encourage labor movements, 
create industries and jobs, train more efficient workers, raise 
income levels, join in consultations with bishops and priests in 
policy making levels, build better schools and staff better semis 
naries," he said. 

"When outstanding seminaries see the Church's concern for 

bodies as well as souls, they will continue their teaching and 

attract other young men who will give devoted and intelligent service 

to Christ and His Church," Donahue declared.

Members were drawn from parents of students, from Catholic 
and public school educators, lay groups interested in vocations 
and business and comnunications fields. 

The two priest members represent the pastors and assistants 
of the Saginaw diocese. 

Advisory boards to serve seminaries were suggested by St. Paul'f 
rector, Msgr. James A. Hickey. 

Msgr. Hickey said the board members will bring to the seminary 
the experience and advice of the general community. At the same 
time, he saj&, they will provide an excellent means whereby the 
seminary can communicate with others. 

The board will advise the rector on seminary policy and will 

review the aims and purposes of the school. Board members will 

assist in preparation of budgets, review the curriculum in the 

light of community needs, study parent-school relationships, and 

provide advice in public relations.

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CATHOLIC COLLEGES RESEARCH POLL NEARS FINISH 1/11/67 - Wed.

WASHINGTON—A research effort designed to obtain facts about U.S. 
Catholic higher education and chart guidelines for the future is 
nearing completion.. 

Tlie study was initiated by the college and university department 
of the National Catholic Educational Association here, under direction 
of Dr. Charles E. Ford, assistant professor of education at St. Louis 
University, it is being supported by a grant from the Ford 
Foundation 1 8 Fund for the Advancement of Education. 

A preliminary working paper centering on some of the problems 
facing Catholic higher education was distributed to all Catholic 
institutions of higher learning and to major religious superiors. It 
has been the subject of discussion at a series of regional NCEA 
college and university department meetings. The final report is 
scheduled for publication in the early summer. 

Father C.W. Friedman, NCEA associate secretary for the college 
and university department, said discussion of the working paper has 
been "lively and constructive." 

"The study's major impact will be the effect it has on 
individual campuses," Father Friedman said. "Changes are already 
taking place. The working paper has stimulated extensive soul- 
searching on many campuses. This in itself will make the study 
worthwhile. 

"Also it is hoped that the final report will furnish information 
that will help toward planning on the national level." 

While the working paper deliberately focused on problems faced 
by Catholic higher education. Dr. Ford emphasised that the final 
report will give full attention to the inherent strengths of 
Catholic institutions of higher learning. 

Research began in September, 1965, with distribution of a 
survey form to all Catholic institutions of higher learning. Replies 
were received from 375 institutions. The institutions surveyed in¬ 
cluded colleges and universities, seminaries, and Sister Formation 
schools.

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An interview schedule was administered on campuses of approximate¬ 
ly 100 institutions. Presidents, deans, faculty members, students, 
and members of boards of trustees were asked a series of questions 
relative to their perception of the strengths and weakness of the 
institution. 

A survey of religious superiors was also conducted focusing 
on two issues—plans for establishment o t discontinuance of colleges, 
and emerging programs for education of Religious. 

The annual meeting of the NCEA college end university department 
at Atlantic City, N.J., March 27-30 will be devoted to a disucssion 
of the study and its impliestions for the future development of 

Catholic institutions of higher learning.

POPE EXTENDS SYMPATHY TO BUS VICTIMS' KIN 1/11/67 - Wed. 

MANILA, Philippines (NC)—Pope Paul VI extended his condolences 
and sympathy to the families and relatives of those who died in the 
worst bus accident ever recorded here. 

The apostolic nuncio, Archbishop Martini Carlo, released to the 
press the cable extending the Pope's paternal blessing. 

The accident took place on the feast of Epiphany in hearby 
Cavite province. Two buses loaded with pilgrims for services in the 
town of Ternate fell down a 100-foot ravine, killing 83 and injuring 
57 passengers. Three others were unaccounted for. 

The vehicles were part of a 57-bus convoy, transporting the 
pilgrims from Batangas province. 

The accident occured when the second bus lost its brakes and 
hit into the first vehicle. Both plunged into the ravine. 

President Ferdinand E. Harcos has ordered an investigation.

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SEMXNARY RECTORS ON FACULTY, OUTSIDE ACTI V ITIES, SUPERVISION

(This is the fifth of five articles on U.S. seminaries.) 
WASHINGTON—A total of 149 replies were received from seminary rectors, 
answering a 20-question survey sent to them by the NC News Service. 

The questions dealt generally with the effects of the Second Vatican 
Cou n c i l on teaching, discipline and programs in the seminaries. This 
is the last of a series of articles on the replies. 

The 18th question asked: "Do you conduct seminars for the 
seminary professors?" Twenty-six answered yes to the question, and 
8, no. 

The question also asked: "What program do you have for 
updating instructors, for keeping their morale and objectives high?" 

There were varied answers, but 71 mentioned that the instructors 
were encouraged to attend special courses, conventions, workshops, 
seminars, professional meetings, and in-service training courses. 

Others mentioned summer schools, taking courses at lay universities, 
outside teaching and lecturing, faculty meetings, etc. 

i 

Some of the rectors' comments were: 

—Maintaining faculty morale has never been one of our major 
problems. However, preventing dedicated and enthusiastic priest- 
teachers from burning themselves out in the execution of their 
duties is a constantly recurring problem. 

—We have the professors rated by the students. 

—It seems to me that the very push of the times keeps a 
professor from becoming stagnant. He may not subscribe to the “new 
theology" in all its phases, but he can scarcely ignore the new 
trends. 

—Malicious and uninformed criticism of seminaries, the 
fashionable thing these days, is doing irreparable harm to seminary 
faculties. If this continues, it is going to take a saintly and 
singularly dedicated man to remain on the faculty. 

The 19th question asked: "To what extent do you encourage 
'outside activities' for students? For faculty members?" 

Ninety rectors replied that they encouraged such activities for 
both students and professors, generally with the provision that these 
were apostolic activities or, in the phrase of one rector, "to the 
degree it will contribute to their formation for the priesthood." 

Many of these outside activities were recreational, such as sports, 
or cultural in various ways.

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The second part of this question asked: "Hay students and 
faculty members invite guests to the seminary for dinner, for 
instance?" 

In regard to faculty members, 70 of the rectors said, yes, and 
two said no. For the students the "yes" replies totaled 59, and 16 
said no. Often the "no" replies were due to limitations of space; and 
frequently too it was necessary that permission be asked. And one 
rector added pointedly: "Tell the cook." 

Some of the other comments were: 

—Presently there is no need to encourage "outfide activities" 
for students. There is, perhaps, a need to encourage more serious 
study and self-discipline. 

—We do not very much encourage "outside activities" for students 
in the seminary. The reason is that the priesthood requires a mem 
who is internally formed before he can go to convert the world. Hence 
our enphasis is on the seminary as a place to which a man comes for 
internal formation and the formation of the strength of his spiritual 
life. 

—Inasmuch as the goal of a well-educated clergy cannot be 
achieved merely through classes and formal study, the students of this 
seminary are encouraged and strongly urged to take advantage of and 
part in the broadening cultural programs offered by private agencies 
and the many colleges in the metropolitan area. The student council 
has, as one of its tasks, the planning and coordination of this 
outside activity of the seminarians. Furthermore, a program of 
apostolic work. • .is available for voluntary student participation. 
Each student must determine for himself the balance between his time 
given to these programs and his hours spent in preparation of classes. 

The last of the 20 questions asked: "Is there less supervision 
of the students?" 

Of the replies, 67 said yes, and 8 said no. 

The second part of the question asked: "Do they have more free 
time? How may they use it. If they have this free time?" 

Seventy-eight of the replies said they did have more free time, 
and one said they did not. As to how the time might be used, 
generally the replies indicated that this was up to the students. 

Some of the comments from the rectors were: 

—There is an attempt made to emphasize personal integrity, 
personal responsibility, growth and self-discipline. 

(MORE) 
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—There is much less supervision* and more free time. • .and the 
latter seems to be used wisely and well by seminarians. 

—We all know that there are great risks involved in this type 
of discipline but I am convinced that we must be prepared to take 
these risks. I know of no other way to prepare priests for their 
work in the Church of our day. We can no longer isolate our priestly 
c a ndi dates and put them through the ancient and unreasonable tests 
of a vocation (pushing them to the well to see if they are obedient, 
etc.)...we need only to be realistic and to understand the age-old 
tra inin g in the light of modern needs. 

—It would not be too far amiss to say there is a ouch greater 
accent on developing a truly human person than on a stereotyped and 
stiff editi o n of what a Religious and a priest is expected to be. 

—we are endeavoring to have people recognize that self-determina¬ 
tion is a personal responsibility, so that the supervision of one's 
acts is not left to some prefect down the corridor but actually is 
to be done by the individual himself...The idea which we try to 
enphaeize is personal consideration for others and personal supervision 
of one's own acts...In a sense there is free time, but in another 
sense it is time which is simply free for determination into useful 
works. 

—Attenpt being made to inculcate personal responsibility and 
good study habits through personal and group motivation-elimination of 
bells, partial elimination of required study hours, etc. 

—I have found a lot of these changes hard going at times but I 
oust admit that our students have never abused the freedom they have 
received. In fact, the trust has been well placed. 

—Since we have started. • .as a college seminary, we have not 
yet rung a bell* Students have watches and clocks and are told to 
use them. 

—We feel that high school students need supervision for the 
sake of good order. Their time after school is free. Several hours 
Sf it must be used for homework. We have scholastic teams in most 
sports. 

—If they sure to mature they must learn to use their time. If 
they are always told what to do, there ia less chance that they will 
develop habits of self-discipline that will be so necessary later on. 
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PRESIDENT SAYS NATIONS MUST SPEND MORE ON 'VOLUNTARY FAMILY PLANNING 1

WASHINGTON—Reporting to the Congress and the people of the United 
States on the "state of the Union," President Lyndon B. Johnson 
called on developing nations to spend more on "voluntary family 


planning programs." 

Asserting that "next to the pursuit of peace, the really 
greatest challenge to the human family is the race between food 
supply and population increase," the President said this race "is 
being lost;" that "the time for rhetoric has clearly passed," and 
that "the time for concerted action is here." He then set down these 
three principles which he said "must prevail if our policy is to 


—Developing nations must give highest priority to food pro¬ 
duction, including the use of technology and the capital of private 


—Nations with food deficits must put more of their resources 
into voluntary family planning programs. 

—Developed nations must all assist other nations to avoid 
starvation in the short run and to move rapidly toward the ability 
to feed themselves. 

(In the prepared text of the President's address he was quoted 
as also saying that "one developing nation after another has become 
dependent on food imports," and that "while programs of voluntary 
family planning are now increasingly accepted in principle, they 
are being put into effect far too slcwly." However, these remarks do 
not appear in transcribed texts of the President's talk.) 

This passage came in the latter part of the address to Congress 
and seemingly was overshadowed by references to the Vietnam war, 
taxes. Social Security, government reorganisation, civil rights and 
crime. It was not among the two-score places at Which the President 
was interrupted by applause. 

President Johnson said he could not tell the nation how long 
the conflict in Vietnam will continue, but he said "we are going to 
persist-and we will succeed."

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"We will support all appropriate initiatives by the United 
Nations, and others,which can bring the several parties together 
for unconditional discussion of peace**-anywhere f any time," he 
asserted. "And we will continue to take every possible initiative 
ourselves to probe for peace. 

"Until such efforts succeed or until the infiltration ceases 
and the conflict subsides, we must firmly pursue our present course. 
We will stand firm in Vietnam." 

The President declared that "we are eager to turn our resources 
to peace," and that "our efforts in behalf of humanity need not be 
restricted by any parallel or boundary." He added that "we shall 
continue to hope for a reconciliation between the people of mainland 
China and the world conmunity," and that "we would be the first to 
welcome a China which had decided to respect her neighbors' rights." 

President Johnson called for a 6 % surcharge on corporate and 
some personal income taxes to help meet the costs of the Vietnam war 
and of the government's policies at home and abroad. The increase 
would be for an indefinite duration. 

He proposed raising Social Security payments "by an overall 
average of 20% f " with each of the 23 million Americans receiving 
payments getting an increase of at least 15%. 

"Let us keep on improving the quality of life and enlarging 
the meaning of justice for all Americans," he urged, and declared 
that "this nation must make an all out effort to combat crime." 

He asked for an extension of the Medicare program to include 
1.3 million handicapped persons under the age of 65. 

Be proposed establishment of a new Department of Business 
and Labor in the cabinet, to combine the existing Departments of 
Commerce and of Labor. 

Regarding the draft, he urged revision of the Selective Service 
laws to eliminate inequalities. 

The President said "our objective is not to continue the cold 
war" with communist Europe, "but to end it." He asked congressional 
approval of an East-West trade bill and of consular conventions 

with communist-dominated countries.

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SURVEY SHOWS PROBLEMS OF FOREIGN STUDENTS IN U.S. 1/11/67 - Wed.

WASHINGTON—Many foreign students in the United States are thrust 
into an unfamiliar culture, cut off from broad contact with their 
own countrymen and often subjected to spiritual pressures they are 
unable to cope with. 

This was the problem revealed by foreign priests studying in 
the United States who replied to a survey conducted by the foreign 
visitors office of the U.S. Catholic Conference. 

To help the students—and the foreign priests—overcome many 
of these problems, the priests proposed forming an association 
"which could be a real help both temporally and spiritually for 
the foreign students," as one priest put it. 

The survey was directed by Thomas E. Quigley, director of the 
foreign visitors office. In his report, he revealed that many 
priests suffer from some of the same handicaps as the younger, lay 
students. 

Many, he found, are themselves isolated from the U.S. bishops. 
Quigley wrote to the chancellors of all U.S. dioceses to find out 
who the foreign priests were. 

The 100 who replied supplied him with 142 names. But some 
admitted that they simply didn't know if any foreign priests were 
studying in their dioceses. The original 142 priests supplied the 
office with an additional 57 names. The survey report was based on 
the replies of 50 priests. 

Oily six of these could see no value in forming an association 

I 

of both officially appointed foreign student chaplains and foreign 
priests with a special interest in foreign students. 

Some wanted a strong, tightly organized body, possibly under 
the official aegis of ^fche U.S. bishops. Others, citing busy 
schedules of study and parish and student work, suggested a loose 
association whose major role would be to keep the priests in touch 
with one another. 

Most, however, suggested annual national or regional meetings 
and publication of a newsletter. Others suggested a program of 
educational and social activities to help bridge the cultural gap. 

(MORE) 
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One warned against imposing "any considerable economic burden... 
since the cost of living and receiving an education is already far 
more than our resources." 

The overwhelming majority said that at a minimum, a directory 
o£ foreign student priests would be of great value. 

In their replies* the priests stressed the urgent need for some 
program of care for foreign students. Said one* 

"Almost all the leaders of Asia and Africa studied abroad. Many 
of those now attending American universities will be leaders of 
their countries. It is more important for the apostolate to train 
three future leaders here than to baptize 3*000 ordinary Catholics 
in their country of origin. 

"Some of the leaders of the mission countries were baptized 
there and lost their faith in the U.S. or Europe because of the 
lack of spiritual care." 

Another said: 

"Unless something positive is done, the foreign students in 
the U.S. will be easily influenced by the secular and materialistic 
outlook prevalent in university circles and totally miss the 
religious faith that molds the lives of millions in this country." 

Another stressed the need to help non-Christians, too. 

"The Christian foreign student has some connections at least 
through membership of his church. The non-Christian can feel 
completely lost. With a little thoughtfulness and effort chaplains 
could exercise a fruitful apostolate amongst them." 

Quigley said his office sent the results of the survey to all 
199 priests who responded—-and included the names and addresses of 
all of them. 

"That, at least* is a start on the directory," he said. "But 

we simply don't know %rt\o all the foreign priests are in this country. 

♦ 

We hope to add as many^ names as possible as we get them. 

"After that—we don't know what else we can do. We would like 
to hold a meeting of the foreign priests so they can discuss their 
problems. 

"But we don't want to just start a new organization for 
its own sake. Ideally* we would like to find some existing group 
which could help them."

DETROIT—Archbishop John F. Dearden of Detroit has established an 
archdiooesan community, affairs department to coordinate and extend 
existing Catholic drives against poverty and discrimination.

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BROOKLYN CLERGY GROUP ENLISTS ALINSKY TO HELP ORGANIZE POOR 

1/11/67 - Wed.

BROOKLYN, N.Y. (NC)—A community organization here originated by a 
group of clergymen has enlisted the aid of Saul D. Alinsky, 
controversial slum organizer, to help obtain a voice for residents 
of the Fort Greene section in the future of the area. 

The Fort Greene Organization, headed by Father Vincent D. Foley 
of the church of St. Michael the Archangel and St. Edward, was formed 
through the alliance of the Clergy Concerned for a Better Fort Greene 
and several other area organizations. 

The committee of clergy, whose members represent 17 of the 
31 churches in the area, sought Alinsky's aid in obtaining for the 
residents, mostly poor Negroes and Puerto Ricans, some say in 
determining the future of the area. 

According to Father Foley, some of the clergymen had doubts about 
Alinsky because of controversial organizing methods he has used in 
other places, but became convinced he could help after hearing him. 

Alinsky met with the clergymen for three hours in November and 
according to Father Foley was "very pragmatic." 

"He told us, " the priestr-chairman said, "not to get involved in 
theory but to organize around issues." 

Father Foley said he hopes Alinsky will continue to work with the 
group on a consultant basis in an effort to obtain more consideration 
for the residents of the area in planning the Atlantic Avenue Urban 
Renewal Project, the disposition of the abandoned Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, and the expansion of the Brooklyn-Curaberland Medical Center. 

To date, he said, the city has failed to consult residents of 

Fort Greene on these programs although all will greatly effect them.

WASHINGTON (NC)—Regional representatives of the newly organised 
Association of Catholic School Superintendents of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference will meet in Philadelphia March 27 to approve an organisa¬ 
tional structure and to begin work on a policy platform with which 
to meet basic problems facing Catholic education. 

By then, members of the association's nine regions will have 
met to either ratify or suggest changes in the organisational plan, 
said Msgr. James C. Donohue, director of the U8CC educational 
department. 

"They will also discuss areas of crucial educational problems— 
areas in which they think policy decisions should be made," he said. 

"Then the representatives at the national meeting will be able 
to set up a structure for research and investigation of these 
problems and come up with a policy platform which expresses the 
superintendents' thinking." 

Msgr. Donohue said three of the nine regions had already 
scheduled their meetings. Two southern regions will meet Feb. 13 and 
14 in Atlanta, and the Northwest region will meet in Spokane, Wash., 
Jan. 25. 

"All of them will have met by March 27," he said. 

The Association of School Superintendents was formed last year 
at a meeting in Cincinnati. 

The regional representatives met in Washington in December 
to discuss the association's organisational structure. The coming 
regional meetings will discuss their work.

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RED NATION SEEKS TO REBUILD FAMILY LIFE 1/11/67 - Wed.

Rumania's communist regime is trying to rebuild the nation's 
family life through legislation and publicity, mostly of the hard¬ 
sell variety. 

This policy, if given its logical economic base, could divert 
Rumania from its rush into industrialization. At present Rumania's 
highly regimented economy plows so much of the national product back 
into capital goods that the consumer goods necessary to family life 
are low in quality and high in price. 

Divorce has become a lengthy and costly process. Enforced 
delays in the divorce proceedings discourage the impatient, while the 
cost discourages just about everybody, since it now goes up with the 
income of the petitioner. 

Besides that, the newly amended divorce law makes it incumbent 
upon courts to attempt a reconciliation. 

Abortion, once procurable virtually upon demand, is outlawed 
save in exceptional cases. No provision is made for abortion after 
the sixth month of pregnancy. 

These laws, both passed in October, have been followed up by a 
strenuous campaign harping on the joys of family life, the perils of 
abortion, and the satisfaction of having raised a large number of 
children of quality. 

Patriotism and nationalism sure also appealed to. 

Passage of the anti-abortion law was achieved only after a 
struggle within the government itself. The replacement last September 
of the minister of health is attributed to this dispute. 

Clearly discernible behind both the new divorce law and the new 
abortion law is alarm at the country's birth-rate, an alarm that soars 
as the birth-rate plummets. Rumania's dark demographic prospects were 
brought home to the government by a census held last March. The 
Rumanian birth-rate is believed to be the lowest in Europe, if not 
in the world. 


(MORE) 
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In Rumania's amended family law the state declares that it 
"protects marriage and the family" and that it "fosters, by economic 
and social meMures, the family's development and strengthening." 

Logically this should lead to bigger government expenditure on 
housing (which was virtually neglected until this decade and is still 
widely admitted to be inadequate) , to some reduction in the proportion 
<5f women in Rumania's work force, and to a radical reduction in the 
cost of food and clothing.^At present most Rumanian professional 
people spend well over half their income on food, while they must 
economise for months to purchase a suit which would be regarded as 
inadequate in the neighboring communist country of Bulgaria (a 
country much poorer in natural resources)• 

Under its third five-year plan, which extends to 1970, Rumania 
hu prospects of outstripping all other European communist countries 
in the rate of Industriad, growth. The country's present production, 
instead of returning to the workers m consumer goods, is being 
reinvested by the regime in capital goods. 

Paradoxically, Rumania's communist governasnt has brought about 
a situation remarkably like the one communism was designed to destroy 
the exploitation of labor by capitad. 

Meanwhile the government, seizing the pretext of Red China's 
ideological dispute with the Soviets, has begun to chip away at its 
long-standing and disadvantageous political avid economic links with 
the Soviet Union avid has established a flourishing trade with the 
West. V 

For example. West Germany has moved into second place among 
Rumania's trading partners, right after the Soviet union. Western 
Europe purchases Rumania's abundant minerals, while Rumania uses the 
forthcoming hard currency to buy sophisticated Western machinery. 

Rumania is believed to have a very special purpose in its 
dealings with the United States and Great Britain. It hopes to keep 
abreast of the very latest techniques in the prntro-chemical industry, 
which has grown from an infant to a giant in the past 15 years, 
first m a hedge against the replacement of gasoline by some cheaper 
motor fuel and then under its own momentum. 

From a strictly economic point of view—the sort of view that 
is widely supposed to govern communist policy—the Rumanian govern¬ 
ment must choose between more capital goods now with less labor in 
the future, or fewer capital goods now with more labor in the future. 

(MORE) 
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For the moment there ie no fully persuasive indication as to 
which choice the government has made or will make. Present govern¬ 
mental economic planning leans heavily upon a growing productivity of 
labor# and this could mean the government will take its chances that 
the birth-rate will right itself without the sort of help that would 
be painful to present economic planning. Yet the rigor and thorough¬ 
ness of the new family legislation constitute a first step toward 
the second choice: the fostering of a future labor supply at the 
expense of present capital growth. 

The amendment law on divorce says marriage can be dissolved only 
in "exceptional cases." It declares: 

"The court can dissolve a marriage by means of divorce only 
when# on serious grounds# the relations between husband and wife 
have deteriorated so seriously and so far beyond remedy that 
maintenance of the marriage is obviously impossible for the 
petitioner." 

In examining the impossibility of continuing the marriage# the 
court must consider "its duration as well as the interests of any 
underage children involved." 

ftie law enforces a six-month waiting period# which is prolonged 
to a year if the husband and wife have young children. 

If a reconciliation has not been achieved in this time# the 
court must attempt to bring one about. 

Even after divorce is decreed# a mandatory appeal period of 30 

t 

days follows. If the defendant appeals# a hearing will be held even 
if the claimant fails to appear at it. If howsve!r the claimant 
appeals against the court's refusal to grant a divorce# and fails to 
appear at the hearing# the marriage stands. 

The divorce is annulled even after the court hands down a decree 
if the two parties are reconciled at an appeal hearing. 

Thus the judicial deck is stacked against divorce. 

The new decree on abortion begins abruptly: "Article 1. The 
interruption of the normal course of pregnancy is forbidden." 

Yet the second and third articles envisage abortion during the 
first three months for certain medical, eugenic# nervous or social 
reasons# for instance# when the woman is more than 45 years of age# 
or has borne four children and is rearing them herself, or when the 
pregnancy has resulted from rape or incest. 

From the fourth to the sixth month, abortion is legal only if 
"a serious pathological condition endangering the woman's health has 
been established." 





(MORE) 
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From the seventh month on, the child enjoys an unrestricted 
legal right to be bojm. 

Abortionists are liable to imprisonment of from one to three 
years. If they are doctors they are further barred from medical 
practice for a period of from one to 10 years. Those who aid or 
encourage abortion are also liable to prison. 

The carrots that accompany these sticks consist in appeals in 
press and radio to the family instincts and patriotic fervor of the 
Rumanian people. 

One article in the communist party organ, Scanteia, after 
quoting some mothers as saying they have "only seven" or "only 
eleven" children, said: 

"Parents have inherited from their ancestors, from both their 
parents and those who lived in this region during times immemorial, 
the pride of having plenty of children, as many children as possible. 

"Our ancestors knew that spiritual virtues, moral qualities give 
the measure of a people'a greatness. But in order to achieve and 
preserve its liberties, in order to gain happiness, a country must 
continually increase the number of its inhabitants." 

Another issue of the Communist party organ painted a dreary 
picture of old age without children. "One sometimes pays dearly, 
throughout life, for a reckless act: an .abortion at the beginning 
of marriage. It is hard and distressing to be old and to have 
nobody, neither son nor grandson, come into the house and ask: 'How 
are you, dad? Grandpa, how sure you feeling?'" . 

Articles in the organs of the Working Youth Organization and the 
People's Councils condemn abortion as a peril to the health of the 
mother, and demand to know why professional people inhabiting a fine 

apartment building on Bucharest's main boulevard have so few 

% • 

children. 

So far, the results seem excellent, although the government has 
been quick to warn that it is too early to draw conclusions. 

During the first full month after passage of the anti-abortion 
decree, a maternity hospital in Cluj reported that only seven applica¬ 
tions for abortion had been registered and six carried out, whereas 
almost 900 abortions had been carried out in the same clinic during 
the same month one year previously. 

Other random statistics indicate that the number of petitions 
for divorce diminished by about 90% during the first two months 

following passage of the new divorce law.

FRENCH BISHOP'S CAUSE ADVANCES 1/11/67 - Wed. 

ROME (NC)—The beatification cause of a French bishop martyred with 
24 companions in Korea in the 1860s was reviewed by the Congregation 
of Rites (Jan. 10) . 

With the meeting of the officials of the congregation, the 
cause of Bishop Francois Simon Berneau and 24 other Catholics took 
another step toward beatification. 

. The bishop was bom at Chateaux-du-Loire, France, about 1814. 

He studied at Le Mans seminary and after his ordination studied at 
the seminary of the Society of Foreign Missions in Paris. In 1840 
he was sent to Tonkin in what is now Vietnam and then later to 
Manchuria, where he was consecrated bishop and named auxiliary to 
the vicar apostolic of Manchuria. 

Next he was named auxiliary of the vicar apostolic of Korea 
and succeeded him in this office when he died. He was killed with 
many other Christians on Feb. 17, 1866. 

Other companions in his cause were martyred the following 

year.

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SAYS STATEMENT OF NORTH VIETNAM PREMIER IGNORES BASIC ISSUE

SAIGON—North Vietnam's Premier Pham Van Dong in his long statement 
to the New York Times correspondent, Harrison Salisbury, ignored one 
basic issue and misrepresented facts on another. 

That is how it strikes this correspondent, who saw the troops 
of Pham Van Dong's government entering Hanoi and watched thousands 
of Vietnamese fleeing southward to escape from his regime. 

Nowhere in his statement to Salisbury, published in the Times 
(Jan. 8) did the astute Premier refer to the Marxist-Leninist basis 
of his o%m government and of its program for all Vietnam. Yet 
historically and actually that is the nub of the matter. 

The government of North Vietnam is run by the Alo Dong or 
Workers* party, which is the Vietnamese Communist party. Its 
southern branch, the Peoples Revolutionary party, avowedly Marxist- 
Leninist, controls the National Liberation Front, the Viet Cong. 

This front, Pham Van Dong said, is "the leader of the struggle." 
Repeating a constant demand of Hanoi he declared, "The problem of 
the war in South Vietnam must be settled with the NLF." 

That means, with the Communist party. Elsewhere Hanoi spokesmen 
said that the National Liberation Front must be accepted as the sole 
authentic spokesman of the people in the South. In plain language 
the Communist party must be recognized as the sole ruling power in 
the South. 

But that is what all the shooting is about. 

If the North Vietnam government were not a one-party communist 
regime, then there would never have been any division between North 
and South. If there had been no attempt to drag the South forcibly 
under communist rule, there would be no war today or yesterday and 
no need for U.S. aid. 

It is the communism of the ruling power in North Vietnam that 
has made all the difference—Communism applied as regards personal 
liberty, land ownership, education, religion, with more communism 
planned for the future for the entire country if the Viet Cong were 
to win.

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There is no indication that Salisbury raised this issue in the 
interview. 

Secondly, Premier Pham Van Dong's account of the "cause of 
the war" is less than candid. 

He saids "The U.S. intervened in South Vietnam after the 
Geneva Accords. They undermined the elections. They helped the 
Diem government to rule over South Vietnam." 

U.S. aid to south Vietnam was in conformity with the Geneva 
ceasefire agreement. The U.S. military in South Vietnam were only 
advisors and within the figure authorised by the cease-fire agreement 
until late 1961. Then Communist agression, finally certified by 
majority vote of the International Control Commission in June, 1962, 
had become large scale. The South Vietnam government rejected the 
proposed phony elections in Geneva at the time of the cease fire. 
Premier Pham Van Dong described the development of the subversive 
war notoriously promoted by Hanoi in South Vietnam by saying simply 
"the situation in South Vietnam became explosive in the years 1958- 
1960." 

It certainly did. People in South Vietnam, especially 
relatives of village officials assassinated, know who set the 
explosives.

NUNCIO LAUDS EAST AFRICA BISHOPS 1/11/67 - Wed. 

KAMPALA, Uganda (NC)—Tribute was paid to the Catholic leaders of 
Eastern Africa for their "common efforts and their spirit of 
cooperation in solving common problems of the Church in Africa." 

Archbishop Guido Del Mestri, apostolic pro-nuncio to Kenya and 
apostolic delegate to Uganda, said at a conference on the training 
of priests here (Dec. 31-Jan. 4) that the bishops of Uganda, Kenya, 
Tanzania, Zambia and Malawi "understood the importance of such 
coordination" by forming the Association of the Members of the 
Episcopal Conferences of Eastern Africa (AMBCEA) even before the 
opening of Vatican Council II. 

The conference here, attended by bishops representing the 
episcopal conferences of the five countries, studied the principal 
sections of the conciliar decrees related to the training and life 

of priests to determine the type of African priests needed today.

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MORALITY OF ITALIAN MOVIES HAS IMPROVED* L'OSSERVATORE

VATICAN CITY—The morality of movies in Italy has "decidedly improved 
over past years," according to L'Osservatore Romano, Vatican City 
daily. 

A summary of 1966 classifications by the Italian Catholic 
Cinema Center, published by the newspaper (Jan. 9) revealed a 
reduction in the number of films rated "inadvisable" or "forbidden" 
from the previous year's 31% to 25%. 

The figure is even impressive in comparison with 1961 when 
40% of the films were classified in these categories. 

A total of 451 films were classified in 1966 by the Center, which 
is under the direction of the Italian Bishops' Conference and is 
somewhat similar to the National Catholic Office for Motion Pictures 
in the United States. 

In an accompanying article noting the improvement, foewever, 
L'Osservatore Romano said the situation was not altogether encoura¬ 
ging. "Optimistic considerations are attenuated when it is 
considered that a rising percentage of the films judged not 
altogether negative from the point of view of Catholic morality are 
nevertheless completely deficient from the viewpoint of technical 
and theatrical artistic quality, frequently justifying the melancholy 
comment* »a harmless film, yes, but idiotic.' 

"And it seems it is about time to evaluate carefully in the 
moral sphere as well the gravity of the offenses committed against 

•a 

the good sense and intelligence of men. 

/ 

"Besides, it is evident that another significant portion of 
films which did not elicit a negative moral judgment fail neverthe- 
less by moral 'sterility' or indifferentism. They do not portray 
evil, but then they do not help man to understand himself and the 
world, nor do they help him to live better and to hop*^^ 

"This evasion, this moral and religious indifferentism must 
be considered a grave fault in a world such as ours which demands 
at all levels an ever more responsible involvement in social and 
civic causes and for us Christians, in Church and ecumenical 


causes.

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Violence and sex, the article noted, "are still dominant themes 
in the products of Italian and foreign production. Works of true 
social, religious, political and cultural significance are completely 
marginal.... 

"Optimistic considerations of the overall classifications for 
the year just ended take on a different aspect in consideration of 
the fact that films labelled 'forbidden,* although they have 
diminished in percentage more than has ever happened in past, reach 
the extremes of such immorality as to become almost...'crimes against 
humanity* rather than the penal offenses traditionally labeled * an 
outrage against modesty* or 'against public decency.'" 

Of the films, 9.76% were "classified for everyone"; 3.11% "for 
all, with reservations"; 31.04% for "adults*; 3.77% for "mature - 
adults"; 27.05% for "adults, with reservations"; 14.63% "inadvisable"; 
and 10.64% "forbidden." 

Of the 48 condemned films, 26 were Italian-produced, six, 
English; four, Japanese; four, German; four, French; two, Swedish; 
one Czechoslovakian; and one, Greek. There were no U.S. films on 
the condemned list.

They are 67-year-old Bishop Ambrose Reeves of the Anglican 
diocese of Chichester, England; A. L. Feinberg, rabbi emeritus of 
the Holy Blossom Temple, Toronto, Ont., and 82-year-old A. J. Muste, 
an American minister. 

The latter was ejected from South Vietnam in April, 1966, 
together with five other American pacifists. 

"We're humanitarians," said Rabbi Feinberg. 

Dr. Muste said, "We are going as living, visible symbols of 
protest against the /U.S^/bambing" of areas near Hanoi, communist- 
ruled North Vietnam's capital. 

Bishop Reeves said he was eager "to talk with Catholic priests 
in North Vietnam." 

He said he served many years in South Africa. He said he 

believed that U.S. involvement in South Vietnam ‘dramatizes a real 

danger of racial war. He also said he thought a minature global 

racial war was now being carried on and would spread. 

All three said they looked forward to meeting Lutheran Pastor 

Niemoller ' of Germany in Hanoi. Pastor Niemoller went to North 

Vietnam in company with Msgr. Georg Huessler, general secretary of 

the German Catholic welfare organization, Caritas.

The pastoral asked all parish priests to counsel the 
parishioners to observe all Fridays as a commemoration of Christ's 
death, and to deprive themselves on those days of certain pleasures 
and to perform acts of charity.

TAIPEI, Taiwan (NC)—-Five archbishops and eight bishops concelabratod 
Mass (Jan. 6) in the cathedral here to conmamorate the 40th 
anniversary of the consecration of the first six Chinese bishops 
and the 20th anniversary of establishment of the hierarchy in China. 

During the Mass, Archbishop Stanislaus Lo Kuang of Taipei read 
a congratulatory cable from pope Paul VI in which the Pope bestowed 
the apostolic benediction. 

"The communists say that they made the Church in China 
independent," Archbishop Paul Yu Pin, exiled Ordinary of Nanking, 
said during the Mass. "However, with the consecration of the first 
Chinese bishops, and later with the establishment of the hierarchy 
in China, the Church in China took her place as an equal with the 
Church in any country, and obtained the only independence desired 
or possible."

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MAGISTRRUJM AN INTERPRETER OF DIVINE WORD, POPE SAYS 1/11/67 - Wed. 
VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Church's magisterium or teaching authority 
doea not reveal new truths. Pope Paul VI said, "nor is it superior to 
sacred Scripture....But it is a subordinate and faithful echo and 
secure interpreter of the divine word." 

Speaking during his weekly general audience (Jan. 11) the Pope 
saored the views of those who play down the role of the magisterium 
and make faith a matter of personal opinion. 

"A few who are actually within the Church today, several who are 
more or less faithful to it, and many who surround it only as 
strangers," he said, "look with reservations and diffidence on the 
Church' s magisterium. Some would like to recognize in this 
magisterium more than anything else the task of confirming the 
'infallible belief of the communion of the faithful.' Others— 
followers of doctrines which deny the Church's magisterium—would 
recognize in each of the faithful the capacity for interpreting 
sacred Scripture freely, according to each one's own intuition, which 
is all too easily assigned the claim of inspiration. 

"Faith thus seems to become easy because each would fashion it 
for himself as he thinks best. But it loses its authenticity, its 
security and its real truth, and therefore the urgency is lost to 

— s 

communicate"itT to others. It becomes a personal opinion." 

Pope Paul pointed out that the ecumenical council once more spoke 
authoritative words in this regard which are as old as the Church 
itself: 

"The office of interpreting authentically the word of God, 

whether written or otherwise transmitted, is entrusted solely to the 
living magisterium of the Church whose authority is exercised in the 
name of Jesus Christ," he quoted. 

"You see, beloved sons, how formidable is the office entrusted 
to the Church's magisterium and how much it needs prayers, docility 
and the dialogue of the faithful as well as their advice and trust, 
in order that it may be properly and usefully exercised."

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He spoke of the papal audianoe his listeners were attending 
as an encounter with the Church's magisterium in the person of 
Peter's successor, one of those "supreme functions" is that of 
teaching "not jtot any knowledge, but the word of God—and of 
teaching it in the name of Christ, interpreting and safeguarding it 
in its genuine meaning and if necessary infallibly in certain special 
cases and with special solemn formulas." 

The most common sentiment regarding the Church's magisterium 
aroused in the faithful Catholic by a visit to the Pope, he said, is 
that of a "consoling confidence." The Catholic, he continued, knows 
that the Lord has given to the Apostles the mandate and the authority 
to teach what He Himself taught; He has entrusted to them the task 
of being transmitters of His word. The faithful Catholic knows 
that this word is linked with the plan of salvation. Listening to 
this vrord, that is to say, the faith, is the fundamental condition 
for being admitted to the glories of the kingdom of God. He also 
knows that this transmission takes place through the mysterious and 
efficacious assistance of the Holy Spirit, He who teaches the Apostles 
and the Church 'all truth 1 relative to our supernatural relationships 
with God. And he knows that this transmission is accomplished with 
that rigorous fidelity which is a guarantee of the univocal and 
stable meaning of the divine message which is called tradition.••• 

"To those who have experienced spiritual trials of any kind 
in order to attain (or before attaining) objective certainty of 
the faith, meeting with the Church's magisterium gives indeed a 
sense of gratitude toward God, toward Christ, for having entrusted 
His salutary message to an unmistakable and living organism, to an 
organism which is qualified to serve. That is to say, it is 
entrusted to an authoritative voice which in reality does not 
reveal new truths, nor is it superior to sacred Scripture (although 
this has sprung from the prophetic and apostolic magisterium), 
but is the subordinate and faithful echo and secure interpreter 
of the divine word." 
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CENTER FOR STUDY OF ATHEISM TO BE ESTABLISHED AT VATICAN 

1/11/67 - Wed.

VATICAN CITY—The Vatican's poatconciliar Secretariat for Non- 
Believers plans to establish here in the near future a center for 
the study of atheism. 

The one-and-a-half-year-old secretariat headed by Franziskus 
Cardinal Koenig of Vienna will cooperate with the city's educational 
institutions and seminaries in the project, according to an article 
in the Vatican City's weekly magazine, L 1 Osservatore della Doroenica 
(Jan. 8) . The article was, in effect, the first public "progress 
report" on the secretariat since its foundation. 

During the final months of last year, it said, the secretariat 
"queried with special questionnaires all the ecclesiastical and 
Cat h ol i c universities of the world regarding the problem of 
atheism in an attempt to establish preliminary contacts and to 
obtain a sufficiently complete picture of the scientific work 
completed to date and programmed for the future regarding this 
problem. " 

The secretariat was established by Pope Paul VI on April 9, 
1965, following recommendations made by several of the world's 
bishops during the Second Vatican Council. Its secretary in 
Rome is Salesian Father Vincenzo Miano; last July, Msgr. Antonio 
GrumeHi was appointed undersecretary. Among its members are 
24 residential archbishops and bishops representing various 
regions of the world who were appointed in November, 1965. 

Between February find May of 1966, about 50 consultors were added, 
including experts on the specific study of atheism and representa¬ 
tives of the various situations in which Christians find themselves 
in their relationships with atheists, the article said. "It is 
foreseen, furthermore, that some non-Catholic consultors, will 
be named who will give a start to collaboration with the World 
Council of Churches in Geneva and with the main Christian 
denominations," it added. 

"In fact, the complex of problems posed today by atheism and 
laicism is a factor common to all Christians, or rather to all 
those who look with anxiety toward a future which deprives human 
life of the support of religious values." 

(MORE) 
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In the course of its investigations, the article said, the 
secretariat found that tnany academic institutions have already 
organized special courses on atheism and "promote in this way a 
considerable number of dissertations and doctoral defenses. 
Nevertheless their main effort is oriented toward the coordination 
and improvement of mutual knowledge among the most active of those 
who are doing research. In many countries bishops and consultors 
of the secretariat are setting up group studies on the particular 
situations of non-believers in the various areas of the world, 
ftiere are such group studies in France, England, the united States 
and Australia. 

"Recently the secretariat also organized in Rome an interna¬ 
tional roundtable to examine the progress made in existing projects 
of research and to study a suitable methodology for new investigations 
concerning the motivation and orientation of so-called 'no-belief' 
in its various forms. About 15 psychologists and sociologists from 
various countries took part in this meeting. 

"In spite of these and other contacts with organized groups of 
non-believers, however, the secretariat is not forgetting that most 
of those who do not believe are individual persons who do not belong 
to specific groups. The largest and most interesting field of 
endeavor is that which concerns the necessity of studying how to 
approach individual non-believers in order to undertake with them 
the 'sincere and prudent' dialogue recommended by the pastoral 
constitution of the council on the Church in the Modern World. 

That is why the close link of the secretariat with individual 
bishops' conferences is of great importance. And for this purpose 
an ample bulletin of information has been established which at 
present is a quarterly." 

"The secretariat...is not" the article concluded, "to be an 
instrument for direct apostolate among non-believers. It is rather 
an organ for spreading a knowledge of doctrines and special situations, 
of means of contact with persons and groups, of the working reality 
for establishing a. climate of understanding and stimulating 
theological-pastoral meditation on the Gospel message to be 
presented to the men of our times and particularly to all those who 
no longer seem to understand what religion is for or who regard it 
as an obstacle to liberty and a full expression of man.” 

Precise details of the new Rome center were not given nor was 

the date of its foundation specified.

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M Xn addition to these investigations, the interest of the 
secretariat is centered on giving practical implementation to 
dialogue in this field. Right after the establishment of the 
secretariat itself—in April, 1965—the Paulus Qesellschaft, a 
university association of Christian inspiration, organized at 
Salzburg, Austria, a friendly meeting regarding their respective 
positions of Christians and Marxists which was attended by scholars 
of various countries, particularly Western ones. The secretariat 
was represented by its secretary, Pather Miano, who attended as an 
observer. This useful contact was repeated in the same form in 1966 
when a similar meeting took place at Herrenchiemsee in Bavaria on 
the theme ’^Christian Humanism and Marxist Humanism.' "The secretariat 
has had contacts from the very beginning with the International 
Humanist and Ethical Union... At Amersfoort, The Netherlands. 

Last April 16 and 17 a meeting of five leaders of the Humanist 
Movement and five Catholic scholars designated by the secretariat 
was held to study together concrete possibilities for dialogue between 
Christians and humanists. The talks, which took place in an at¬ 
mosphere of particular cordiality, verified the existence of a 
considerable area of common interest and concern, and confirmed the 
usefulness of contacts of this kind in dispelling misunderstanding 
due to defects in the sufficient knowledge we have of one another. 
Following that meeting, the secretariat was then invited to sent two 
Catholic observers to the international congress of the humanist 

movement held at Puteaux near Paris last July.

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POPE ON CHURCH AS SACRAMENTAL SIGN OF SALVATION January 11, 1967 
Following is a translation of an address by Pope Paul VI in 
Italian to pilgrims from Italy, France, England, the United States, 
Germany and Mexico on Nov. 9. He spoke on the Church as a sacramental 
sign of salvation and as a sign of unity and charity. 


Think with us for a moment. The great question which the council 
has posed to the conscience of God's people (who, in their full and 
perfect significance are none other than the Church, one, holy. 

Catholic and apostolic), and has also posed to the world for its 
consideration, is that of the relationship between Christ and the 
Church. 

This relationship may be sought and defined in different ways. 

The Church, for example, has been said to be the institution founded 
by Christ, as He Himself said: M I will build my Church," (Matt. 16,10); 
a living foundation, however, so much so that the council calls it 
"the visible structure through which He communicates truth and grace 
to all* (Lumen Gentium, 8); therefore the continuation of Christ 
throughout history, the extension, the repetition, by analogy, 
of the mystery of the Incarnate Word (ibid.)* the Mystical Body of 
Christ. 

The Church, therefore, is the channel and boundary, under different 
aspects, of the salvific divine action in humanity. It is the 
communication, sign and presence of Christ. 

Between Christ and the Church there exists a manifold relationship 
which prompts us to think of a marriage, of a mystical identity. 

This is why the Church has been mentioned by the (ecumenical) council 
itself "as the universal sacrament of salvation" (Lumen Gentium, 48) 
and as "a sacrament of unity" (Sacros. Cone. 26; Lumen Gentium 1 
and 9). 

Sacrament, we said once before, means sign. A sign is something 
which conceals and at the same time uncovers and reveals a reality. 

A reality not at once known but indicated, manifested by the sign: 
signified. 

If the Church is a sacrament, in other words, a sacred sign, it 
may be very interesting to explore this sign, to seek Christ 
"signified" in the Church. 

The search may be carried out in different ways, as we also said 
before. Today we indicate one of the most direct ways, taught to us 
by the Lord Himself. 

He said: "By this will all men know that you are my disciples, 
if you have love for one another" (John 13, 35).

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SACRAMENTAL SIGN OF SALVATION 
(January 11, 1967) 


For us this is one of the strongest and most profound statements 
of Our Lord, it is His testament. His most profound desire, that for 
which He has chosen to remain and live still in temporal history after 
His ascension beyond the limits of time to the Father. 

Charity—-the agape, the dilectio (love-feast and love)—among the 
followers of the Lord, profound beyond limits and extending in all 
directions as was His own charity, is the great and new precept of 
Christian teaching. When it is realized in practice, there we will 
find fidelity to the Master. And if indeed our charity tends to . 
imitate (we could never say equal!) that limitless and divine charity 
of Jesus, then Jesus is represented—Jesus is present. Our charity 
becomes a sign of Christ. 

Beloved children! Do we behold similar signs of Christ? Do we 
have in the Church charitable facts that make us perceive His presence 
among us? is the Church still today validated by charity in its 
possession of Christ? The charity founded on love of God, the charity 
that solves all conflicts of human coexistence, the charity which is 
given without limits and without reward? 

Yes, yes, beloved children of this holy Catholic Church; all the 
Church is resplendent with such signs and such evidence! Open your 
eyes and see how many lights of that^rlSi^e from its mantle, from its 
historical and concrete garment, we mean to say, a garment not all 
equally splendid and new, an ancient garment and so human which is 
always in need of being repaired and renewed (as the council attempted 
to do), but all of it covered with sparkling gems of that presence 
of Christ which true charity evokes again in our midst. 

See how many men and women still today accept the vocation of 
inmolating their young and budding lives in the practice and evidence 
of charity! 

See how many humble priests give their lives as pastors, chaplains 
teachers to inspire charity in God's people! See how many bishops do 
their utmost to promote this charity, to work in its service, to 
embody it in their own lives and to sacrifice themselves for it!

Amidst so much distress and sadness, we have this daily, 
superlative comfort of seeing each day sparkling examples of heroic 
charity in holy Church; we could make a journal of charity, which 
would be the daily document of the moving and wonderful signs of 
Christ's actual presence among us. 

Fortunately these signs are everywhere: in our welfare 
organizations, our institutions for the care of the sick, in our 
schools, in the Christian character formation of children and youth 
toward good works, and in the missions. And if the spirit of charity 
truly prompts these manifold activities, then Christ appears through 
than because they are an evidence of Christianity in action. 

Even if their religious intention were not manifest but the good¬ 
ness of the action is clear, as we see during these days when 
assistance is being given to populations stricken by terrible floods, 
do we not perceive in these generous sentiments and the brotherly 
impulse of such solidarity a distinguishing mark, a certain humanity 
which tells us at least in these most noble manifestations that our 
civilization is still Christian? The ”signs'' show it.

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WASHINGTON LETTER 

PBI REPORTS STEPPED UP ACTIVITY BY COMMUNIST PARTY, USA 1/11/67 - Wed.

WASHINGTON—The U.S. House of Representatives Committee on Un-American 
Activities will continue under some attack in the 90th Congress, it 
was evident as the legislators got down to business. But at almost 
the same time, the director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
gave a report which showed stepped up activity on the part of the 
Communist Party, USA, in 1966, and indications of even greater n 
activity in the year ahead. 

The Communist Party in this country has engaged a good deal of 
the Un-/\merlean Activities committee's time. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover told Acting Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark that "the year 1966 must be considered a significant one in the 
history of the communist movement in the United States." 

The 18th national convention of the Communist Party, USA, held in 
New York City last June, Hoover asserted, "tightened party organiza¬ 
tion, gave birth to a youthful cadre advocating a more militant role 
for the party and designed a program to unite dissident elements of 
our society in order to change the form of government in the United 
States." 

"To implement this program, the party seeks the formation of a 
new 'Peoples' Party' composed of peace, civil rights, and labor 
groups under the leadership of the Communist Party, USA ff ” Hoover 
continued. "This new political party is projected as a vehicle to run 
an independent candidate for President of the United States in 1968 
and to support candidates for other offices "who are in favor of 
ending the war in Vietnam on terras favorable to the international 
communist movement." 

The FBI head noted that several Communist party members ran for 
public office in 1966, and that one party affiliate polled more than 
86,000 votes in a county contest in California. This, he said, was 
"the highest number of votes received by a communist in a public 
election in 16 years."

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"Party leaders were pleased with the fact that members of the 
Communist Party, USA, were engaged in political campaigns, M Hoover 
said, "for this does much to stregthen the fiction that the party 
is a legitimate political party and clouds the fact that it is, as 
it always has been, a party dedicated to the advancement of a foreign 
power. " 

The FBI report said that, as the year 1966 drew to a close, the 
party's youth activities "were centered on a proposed national 
student strike to oppose the draft, protest the high cost of 
education, and promote increased student freedom." It added that 
"the strike is proposed for the early Spring of 1967, and the goal 
for participants is a half-million." 

Hoover said the 1966 convention in New York "reflected the 
optimistic mood" of Communist Party leaders, who believe "radicalism 
is increasing among the American people."
